i. Every Notice of Appeal lodged in the Office of the 
Irish Land Commission, in cases where the annual rent 
issuing out of the holding, prior to the date of the order- 
appealed from, exceeds the sum of £10, shall bear a Land 
Commission stamp or stamps of the value often shillings, 

ii. In cases where the annual rent issuing out of the 
holding, prior to the date of the order appealed from, is 
<£10 or less than £10, the notice of appeal lodged in the 
Office of the Irish Land Commission shall bear a Land 
Commission stamp or stamps of one shilling, as hereto- 
fore,

The 16S/i day of January, 1890. 


It is this day Ordered that from and after the 1st day r 
of February, 1890, the following Rules shall take effect 
as regards Appeals to the Land Commission served after 
the said 1st day of February. The term Appeal includes 
a rehearing. 

i. Every notice of appeal shall specify definitely the 
ground upon which the Appeal is intended to be pro- 
secuted, as indicated in the forms of Notice in the 
Schedule hereto, which shall be substituted for Form 48 
and Form 48a respectively in the Schedule to the General 
Rules of 12th December, 1883. 

ii. Any person aggrieved by any order of one Com- 
missioner, or by any order of a Sub-Commission, may, 
within two months after the date of such order, serve on 
the opposite party a Notice of Appeal which may be in 
Form No. 48 in the Schedule hereto, and thereupon shall, 
within ten days from the date of such service, transmit 
to the Land Commission the original Notice of Appeal 
duly stamped, which must bear an endorsement of 
the time and mode of service on the opposite party. 

iii. Any person aggrieved by the decision of any Civil 
Bill Court as to any matter with respect to which an 
Appeal lies to the Land Commission, may, within two 
months from the last day of the Land Sessions at which 
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such decision shall have been made, serve Notice of 
Appeal on the opposite party, which may be in Form 
No. 48a in the Schedule hereto, and thereupon shall, 
within ten days from the date of such service, lodge 
with the Clerk of the Peace the original Notice of 
Appeal duly stamped, together with a copy thereof, and 
both the original and the copy so lodged shall be endorsed 
with the time and mode of service on the opposite party. 

iv. The Clerk of the Peace shall forthwith transmit the 
original stamped Notice so endorsed to the Land Com- 
mission, certifying thereon the date of the last day of the 
Land Sessions at which the decision appealed from was 
made. 

v. In every case of Appeal to the Land Commission 
from one Commissioner (save as mentioned below), or a 
Sub-Commission, the original Notice of Appeal when 
lodged with the Land Commission shall be accompanied by 
an extract from the revised Valuation Books showing the 
valuation of all the premises comprised in the holding, 
such extract being certified by the proper Officer of the 
Valuation Office in Dublin. A Notice of Appeal which 
shall not be so accompanied will not be received by the 
Land Commission. This Rule shall not apply to Appeals 
from Orders on Motions of a merely interlocutory 
character made by one Commissioner. 

vi. In every case of Appeal to the Land Commission 
from a Civil Bill Court the Notice of Appeal when lodged 
with the Clerk of the Peace shall be accompanied by the 
certified extract from the Valuation Books mentioned 
in the preceding rule. And it shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Peace forthwith to transmit to the Land 
Commission such extract, together with the original 
Notice of Appeal. He shall also in every case, in which 
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an inspection report and Map of the holding shall have 
been made by order of the Court, transmit with the 
Notice of Appeal and the extract from the Valuation 
Book the Report and Map so made by the Court Valuer. 
A Notice of Appeal from a Civil Bill Court which shall 
not be so accompanied will not be received by the Land 
Commission. 

vii. In every case of Appeal to the Land Commission 
from a Civil Bill Court where such a Report or Map 
has not been made by a Valuer by order of the 
Civil Bill Court the Notice of Appeal lodged with 
the Clerk of the Peace shall be accompanied by the 
proper sheet of the Ordnance Survey Map, showing the 
boundary of the holding marked by a coloured line, and 
the certified extract from the Valuation Books mentioned 
in the preceding rule. And it shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Peace forthwith to transmit to the Land 
Commission such Map and extract, together with the 
original Notice of Appeal and a certificate signed by him 
that an inspection of the holding by a Valuer had not been 
ordered by the Court. A Notice of Appeal from a Civil 
Bill Court which shall not be so accompanied will not 
be received by the Land Commission. 

viii. An Appeal to the Land Commission may be with- 
drawn by the Appellant at any time before the Appeal is 
opened in Court, upon the terms of paying the costs of 
the opposite party up to notice of withdrawal.
